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“TOO MUCH WATER 
TO SUIT CUMMINS 


‘Towa Governor Wilt Fight Rock 
_ Island Reorganization 


die Says That Under the New Plan 
Too Much Water Is Put Into 
the Stock—Believes Plan 
Zs Out of Harmony 
with Iowa Laws. 


Des Moines, Iowa, August 1.—Governor 
' Cummins,bas announced that he is in- 
vestigatin, the recent reorganization of 
the Chicago, Rock Island and Pacifie 
Railway Company to ascertain whether 


the organization is in all respects con- | 


sistent with the state laws of lowa. He 
will confer with the attorney general 
Bbout the matter as soon as that. official 
returns to the city. In giving the rea- 
Sons for his action, Governor Cummins 
said today: 

“It is my opinion that the reorganiza- 
tion is out. of harmony with the Iowa 
laws. If I have read the press dispatches 
aright there has been such an inflation 
of capital stock here as is not: contem- 
plated by the laws of this state. It ts 
true that there is no ilmit placed upon 
the capitalization of such a company, 
but there is a limit upon the indebted- 
ness of such corporations and there must 
be something shown to the credit of the 
stockholders of such a company which 
will represent the difference in increased 
capitalization. 

“It is my understanding that under the 
Rock Island plans of readjustment each 
Holder of 100 shares of common stock {s to 
receive a $10,000 bond secured by a col- 
lateral teen mortgage upon the present 
Rock Island ‘stock. In addition to this 
they receive in the Rock Island company 
of New Jersey seventy shares in a pre- 
ferred stock and 100 shares !n common 
stock, the preferred stock being preferred 
to the extent of 4 per cent, from the 
earnings of each year for a period of 
seven years, when it becomes preferred 
for 5 per cent for an additional period ef 
seven years, after which it is preferred, I 
believe, to the extent of 6 per cent per 
annum. 

“The: capitalization of the old ‘Rock 
Island company was but $75,000,000, while 
the new company located in Iowa de- 
clares a capital of $125,000,000. 

“There must be something, to my mind, 
to show more than is indi¢ated in the 
above plan, that the increased capitallza- 
tlon is not an excessive inflation, or that 
the stock which has been issued is not 
watered. Under the Hubbard bill, which 
I vetoed last winter, it would have bean 
possible for this new company to or- 
ganize ,without any difficulty, es all 
limitations to the indebtedness of such 
corporations were practically removed by 
that act in its original form. Under the 
present law there are limitations tn this 
r : 

“J am not prepared to state that the 
Iowa law has any penalties which could 
be inflicted for violation of such statutes, 
but I am not willing to sit by and allow 
@ proposition of such enormous size to 
amalgamate without inquiring into the 
method which it employs and its con- 
formity to the state laws. I am con- 
vinced that such a centralization of capi- 
tal and power is dangerous, to say the 
least, and cannot be encouraged without 
threatening the business interests. Such a 
centralization of capital means that there 
may follow an explosion which, when ‘t 
comes, is likely not only to affect one, but 
many interests, and I have felt it my 
duty to inquire into this present case in 


lowa.”’

Who Is Leading the Striking Miners in Their Fight. 
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Strike Leader Declare’ 
Miners Will Win if They 
Are Firm.

Scranton, Pa., August 1.—The first of 
the strikers’ mass meetings planned to 
take place at the various strike centers 
was held today in the Roundwoods. There 
were 7,000 strikers present from all parts 
of the city and the adjoining. towns, Na- 
tional President John Mitchell. District 
’resident T. D. Nichol, District Vice Pres- 
ident Adam R. Riscavage, District Sec- 
retary John Dempsey, Organizer Morte- 
ni Memollo and Sub-district President T. 
P. Phillips delivered addresses. 

The crowd enthusiastically cheered all 
the speakers and fairly went wild over 
Mitchel; When hé was introduced to 
Speak some’one shouted “hats,” and al- 
though the sun rays beamed down so in- 
tensely that many were carried from the 

rowd exhausted, every man in the vast 
assemblage bared his head and remained 
uncovered until his speech was concluded, 
Then the crowd surged about the plat-

self was almost exhausted. 
Mr. Mitohell’s speech was. brief and

| What the Strike Means. 

“If the strike is lost, may God Almighty 
help the men, women and chfldren- who 
depend for their subsistence on the mining 
of anthracite coal. If the strike is lost, 
you will pay the cost of the strike. 

“I want to say that the anthracite 
miners went on strike themselves. It will 
never end until-you vote it ended. 

“From the offices of. the coal operators 
in New York comes the declaration that 
the strike will be settled only in. their 
own way of settling it. I would direct 
your attention to similar declarations 
made in the 1900 strike. The coal trust 
may be powerful and strong, but the 
American people whose hearts throb in 
sympathy witn’ the miners’ cause are 
stronger than the coa] trust. Ninety per 
cent of the people have agreed that the 
miners are right and the operators wrong, 

“I understand there is some dissatisfac- 
tion and misunderstanding about the dis- 
tribution bf the relfef fund. |The opera- 
tors have sent men among you to urge 
you to be dissatisfied. Through the news- 
papers they have told you that you were 
dissatisfied. We have sent a circular to 
all the locals which will explain in detai] 
the plans for distributing relief. We have 
enough to see to it that no miner will 
Starve during the continuance of the 
strike. (Loud cheers.) 

“I want to appeal to men with means 
to refrain from applying for relief. Let 
the fund be used by those who are in 
absolute need of help. Do your share 
of the work. If we are to win we must 
all help. — 

Strike Will Be Won. 

“The one among you who violates the 
law is the worst enemy you have. No one 
is more pleased than the operators in 
New York to hear of disorder in the coal 
regions. I want our men to .exercise 
their rights that inure to them under the 
laws, but. I. want no man to trans- 
gress the laws. | 

“The strike will be won. (Loud and 
prolonged cheers.) I have no more doubt 
about it than I have that I am standing 
here addressing you. 

“The operators are trying to make it 
appear that the atrike is beginning to 
break up. I fail to see any signs of weak- 
ening here. (Laughter and applause.) 

“If you win, which you surely will, 
there will be no more strikes; there wil] 
be a basis of adjustment arrived at which 
will prevent strikes. 

“If you lose, 
you pay for their strike losses by reduc- 
ing your wages. And if you lose the 
gtrike you lose your organization.’’ 

Before the handshaking episode had be- 
gun, Chairman Phillips asked all who 
favored a fight to a finish to raise their 
hands.

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Guests Forced To Leap from Windows for Their Lives--Many 


The Alhambra hotel, 291 Peachtree | 
street, caught fire at 1:45 o'clock this 
morning and in the space of a few 
moments the structure was in flamea, At 
3 o'clock every portton of the Yuilding 
was rapt in fire and its total destruction 
was seen to be inevitable. 

Scenes of the wildest disorder and ex- 
citement prevailed when the fire depart- 
ment reached the scene. Of the seventy- 
five guests in the hotel at the time only 
& comparative few were awake when 
the alarm was sounded. To the inmates 
egress by the stairs seemed impossible 
on account of the blinding smoke, and 
those who realized the desperate situa- 
tion they were in leaped from the sec- 
ond-story windows on the lawn. The 
arrival of Chief Joyner and his men’ was 
timely for the majority of the inmates 
who were still in their sleeping apart- 
ments. Had the firemen arrived: five 
minutes later it is certain that more 
than one life would havg been lost. 
Rushing through the choking smoke, they 
ascended the stairs to the second floor 
and bursting open every closed door, 
carried out half.a dozen inmates who 
were either still asleep or too frightened 


to leave their rooms.

There were about thirty 
people who jumped-from the building 
and many only nerrowly eseaped being 
severely injured. . 

The smoke that pervaded the building 
in thick volumes was so dense and hot 
that many were overcome and were car- 
ried from the buiding insensible.

At 2 o’clock Chief W. R. Joyner.stated 
to a representative of’ The Constitution 
that the building was doomed and that 
nothing his men could do would save the 
fllmsy structure’ from destruction.

At 2:15 o’clock this morning the fire- 
men were forced to leave the burning 
building for their own safety. At this 
time four steady streams of water were 
directed to the structure, but they seem- 
ingly had no effect.

CASH VANISHED 
INTO THIN AIR 


Several Large Boston Estates 
Dissipated bv Attorney Wil- 
lard Vanderlip. 


ABOUT $200,000 MISSING 
FROM EMERSON ESTATE 


When Arrested Vanderlip Admits 
Money Is Gone, but Offers No 
Investigation—Alleged That 
He Forged Names of 
His Bondsmen. 


Boston, August 1.—By ‘his own admis- 
sion, Willard C: Vanderlip, a prominent 
Boston lawyer, who has had ‘for years 
the care of several estates, is guilty of 
embezzlemént, and the estate of the late 
George B. Emerson, of whicn he had 
charge for sixteen years, has heen dissi- 
pated in ways of which Mr. Vanderlip 
is unable to give account, 

Vanderlip was arrested at his home this 
afternoon. He was arraigned on the 
charge of larceny of bonds valued at 
$4,000 from John Lowell, a relative of 
Mr. Emerson, pleaded not ‘guilty and was 
held in $8,000 bond. 

Mr. Vanderlip says that the total 
amount involved’ is “somewhere around 
$100,000.°" Colonel W. D. dohier and John 
Lowell, who are acting in behalf of tne 
estate, however, declare that $200,000 has 
disappeared. The accused man for thirty 
years has acted as confidential agent of 
numerous law firms in the city in the care 
of estates, the collection of dividends, the 
purchase and sale of securities and the 
disposal of real estate. fre also is a prom- 
inent member of the order of Elks and is 
a Mason of high degree. 

Colonel Sohier says: 

“For sixteen years Vanderlip has nad, 
as trustee, management of the Emerson 
estate. He rendered his accounts quar- 
terly and submitted statements, the accu-. 
racy:of which there was no reason to 
question. A few days ago bonds to the 
value of $5,000 were missed. This led to 
an investigation, and after a severe cross- 
examination Vanderlip admitted that he. 
had taken the bonds and that he had 
squandered the entire estate.” 

He could not give details, as he had 
destroyed all records, not even saving his 
check stubs. He asked for time, saying 
he could make restitution, and was given 
ten days in Which to restore the missing 
funds. He turned over property valued at 


about $8,000, but as complete settlement 
appeared remote ,»when the ten days o7 
grace had expired it was resolved to pros- 
ecute the case. 

Vanderlip was under sureties of {$10,- 
000 bearing the names of. John Lyons, a 
Beacn street liquor dealer, and James 
Starbuck, a Hanover street dentist. Both 
of these men declare that they never 
signed the bond. 


BOILER MAKERS ON STRIKE. 


ater 8 Hundred Have Quit Work in 


Chicago. 

Chicago, August 1.—Boiler makers and. 
ship builders, and their helpers, to the 
number of 1,600 men employed in the 
contract and job shops of this city, 
struck today because the master boiler 
makers’ refpsed to concede demands 
made upon them. The principal demand 
is an increase in the wage scale of the 
bofler makers from 30 cents an hour to 
25 cents for inside work and 50 cents 
for outside work. HWpers and heaters 
want an increase from 20 to 25 cents for 
inside work and from 25 cents to 20 cents 
for outside work. Other demands are 
recognition of the union; nine-hour day 
inside and efght-nour day outside; double 
time for holiday work and time and one- 
half for ove? time. . 

The boiler makers and aeeones declare 
they are determined to secure the ad- 
vance, and dre prepared to continue the 
strike .indefiniteciy, if mecessary. The 
Master Bboiler Makers’ Association has 
offered to concede an advance of 7 per 
cent, but its officers say it is impossible 
to grant all the demands of the union.

London, August 1.—May Yohe apparent- 
ly expected “Major” Strong tonight. She 
waited in tne Savoy hotel until after mid- 
night, but Strong did not appear. While 
she was impatiently, and often’tearfull7, 
waiting she said frequently: 

“He'll come back to me soon. I'll give 
everything to see Bradlice again.” 

May Yohe this afternoon received a let- 
ter from’ Strong, which reads: 

‘Dear Maysie: Exguse the shakiness of 
my writing, but I’m nearly crazy. My 
nerves are all unstrung. Oh, Maysie, how 
could you accuse me of stealing? You 
know I'm no criminal. This will be de- 
livered by a man who knows my address 
and who will send‘me your answer by 
mail or wire. If you still iove me, write 
or telegraph, preferably the latter, as the 
letter might reach me too late. Remem- 
ber that I’m yours even until] the next 
world. Yours lovingly. BRADLEE.”’ 

May Yohe’s face irradiated with joy 
when she read the letter. She immediate- 
ly scribbled a telegram: 

“Come back immediately. I forgive all. 
“MAYSIE.” 

Strong's friend took the message and 
departed. She hoped that Strong would 
appear in person this evening, but he did 
not, although May waited until long af- 
ter midnight. It is believed that Strong 
left Paris tonight and will join Yohe to- 
morrow, when there will be a joyful re- 
union, 

Regisiered as Lady Francis Hope. 

London, August 1—May Yohe, who ar- 
rived here this morning, drove at once 
to the Savoy hotel and registered as 
Lady Francis Hope. She spent the day at 
the hote!® dejectedly, reading and reread- 
ing a batch of letters which she had just 
received from Putnam Bradlee Strong, 
and in which, while urging forgiveness 
and béseeching news of Miss Yohe’s fu- 
ture movements. carefully disguised his 
own whereabouts. On the inside flap of 
one envelope Strong wrote: “Send word 
by him (bearer) if you forgive me.” On 
reading Miss Yohe exclaimed: 

‘There have been all sorts of friends 
here today offering me all sorts of induce- 
ménts to leave here, but I care only for 


Bradlee. Where is he? Why don't they 
bring him to me? Why does he write me 


if ne does not Jove me? I would forgive 


him in a minute if he would only say that 
he is sorry.” 
Maysie Grew Hysterical. 

Miss Yohe grew quite hysterical. 
Stroneg’s letter declared that he was with- 
in a day’s ride of Paris. which was op- 
gscure enougn to leave Miss Yohe in 
doubt as to whether he was in England 
or at Genoa. Miss Yohe had all of her 
trunks packed in readiness to go to Paris, 
but an intimation she received that Strong 
was not there finally decided her to re- 
main in London. Referring to this de- 
cision she said: “I don’t see how I can 
spend another night-in this miserable 
place, but I suppose I must.” 

Prior to leaving Ieondon Strong told his 
friends he fmfntended to go to the United 
States and never to see Miss Yohe again.

SMITH WEEPS 
OVER DISGRACE 


General Who Ordered Sa- 
mar Destroyed -Learns of 
His Retirement. 


DIDN'T THINK ROOSEVELT 
WOULD TREAT HIM-HARSHLY 


General Smith Burst Into Tears and 
Retired to His State Room When 
Informed of the Action 
Taken by the Fresi- 

‘ dent. | 


San Francisco, August 1.—Standing on 
the bridge of the Thomas, eagerly wait- 
ing with the ship's captain for a glimpse 
of his native. land, General Jacob H. 
Smith, tried by courtmartial for having 
ordered the island of Samar transformed 
into a howling wilderness, was doomed 
this morning..to learn that the president 
had retired him from active duty. 

The pilot boat which met the Thomas 
just outside The Heads at 2 o'clock this 
morning brought to General Smith the 
first news of the .president’s action. In 
the failing light of a binnacle lamp the 
veteran read the message that apprised 
him of his fate. An hour later .the dawn 
came, and with it the sight of land, but 
General Smith. had’ retired to his caDin. 
where with his wife and chief aide. Lieu- 
tenant J. H. Shields, of the Twelfth in- 
fantry, he discussed the outcome of the 
long ordeal through which he had passed. 

Six hours later, when the Thomas 
reached the quarantine station in the 
harbor, Major Duval, of the transport 
service, boarded the ship with his secre- 
tary and was met by General Smith and 
Lieutenant Shields at the door of the 
general’s cabin. A sealed document from 
the war department was handed General 
Smith. It contained the official notifi- 
cation of President Roosevelt's action, 
and upon reading it General Smith re- 
tired, overcome with emotion. 

Genera] Smith was not seen again un- 
til the 


the general and his party ashore. 
denied himself to all interviewers, who 
were met by Lieutenant Shields. To- 
gether with his wife and aide, General 
Smith proceeded to the Occidental hotel. 

“General Smith has absolutely nothing 
to say for publication,” sald Lieutenant 
Shields. “He is not at liberty to talk, 
and, furthermore, has nothing to say. 
He has been hopeful that the president 
would not take actiow agatnst him, and, 
of course, feels keenly the force of the 
blow he has received. The general ad- 
mitted to the courtmartial trying him 


expressed his desire that the enemy, if 
obdurate and uniconquerable, be not 
spared—in fact, that the country be laid 
waste and no prisoners be taken. The 
literal construction of these orders and 
their exact interpretation made up the 
bulk of the evidence against the general 
at the courtmartial. There is no doubt 
but that General Smith did not mean 
all he said. He certainly did not jexpect 
the action which the president has 
taken.’’ 

General Smith, who is wearing civilian 
attire, appeared exceedingly nervous and 
worn. His sixty-two years are also plain- 
ly read tn his every action, and his inti- 
mate friends fear he is breaking down 
under the severe strain to which he has 
been subjected in recent months. 

It is not yet known when General 
Smith will proceed east. His sealed or- 
ders require him to report to the adju- 
tant general at Washington, and it is 
likely he will lose no-time.in starting 
fof the national. capital.

Washington, August 1.—(Special.)—“As 
an American citizen, living in Porto 
Rico, I hate to admit that we have to buy 
our plain cotton goods from England, 
our rice from Japan, our cutlery from 
Germany and our soap from Spain.” 

These indirect refiections upon Ameri- 
can business enterprise and a lack of 
interest in the Porto Rican trade were 
made regretfully by Professor QO. M. 
Wood, superintendent of schools at Porte 
Rico, who came up from the island a 
few days ago with Governor Hunt. 

Professor Wood has been in Porto Rico 
nearly two years and he is very much at- 
tached to the work laid out for him 
among the Porto Ricans. He says they 
are as loyal citizens of the United States 
as can be gound anywhere. They love 
the Stars and Stripes, and they make 
more display of the Fourth of July than 
many of the great states in the union. 

Professor Wood passed through Wdsh- 
ington on his way to his former home in 
Missouri. While at the treasury depart- 
ment I met in the office of the register of 
the treasury Judson Lyons. After re- 
ferring to his educational work in our 
new possession and commending the able 
and effective work of the “‘yankee” school 
teacher, he indulgeq in a most interest- 
ing talk about the commercial interests in 
Porto Rico. e 
American Merchants Indifferent. 

He says the Porto Ricans would pre- 
fer to have business relations with the 
United States, but unfortunately the 
American business men seem to be in- 
different about the trade of Porto Rico. 
He says nearly all the products used 
there come from European merchants. 
Fresh meats, canned goods and beans are 
about the only American products sold 
there {n large quantittes. — 

“IT cannot understand,’’ continueq Pro- 
fessor Wood, showing a deep interest in 
the subject, ‘why South Carolina, Geor- 
gia and Alabama cotton manufacturers 
do not reach out and get the Porto Rican 
trade. We. require the very class of 
goods they are making, yet we have to 
content oursefves with English cotton 
goods simply because we cannot buy 
American goods on the island. 

/ ‘Just the day before I sailed from 
Paunce,”’ continueq Professor Wood, “a

“How do you account for this exclusion 
or absence of American products from 
your markets?’ 

“I am glad you asked me that ques- 
tion, for I have investigated that sub- 
ject and I expect to make some sug- 
gestions to my friends in Washington 
with the hope of overcoming some of the 
conditions which now exist to the disad- 
vantage of American products. Before 
Porto Rico became a part of the United 
States the natives were in the habit of 
doing business with European powers. 
Spain, England, Franee, Germany and 
other European: powers made a careful 
Study of the habits ang business methods 
of the Porto Ricans. In other words the 
Porto Ricans have been in the habit of 
transacting business on what might be 
termed long time credit. Representatives 
of England, France, Germany and Spain 
sell to Porto Riean merchants on easy 
terms and gquitivate and encourage their 
trade accordingly.. The United States 
merchants are not inclined to conform 
to the ancient and slow going system 
which*has prevailed there for so many 
years. The American insists’ on short 
credit Or no sale. 

Foreign Merchants in Touch. 

“The English, German,- French and 
Spanish merchants keep their representa- 
tives in constant touch with the. Pérto 
Ricans and do not attempt to introduce 
any new methods of doing business, as 
long as they can control their trade. It 
is not any easy matter to teach these 
people new business methods at once. 
The revolution in business: must be 
gradual, but.consistent. It must be re- 


membered that although Porto Ricans are} 


anxious to learn to speak English and 


adopt American clstoms, th@y cannot be. 


taught our progressive system of doing 
business in a day,’a month or a year. The 
change must come sradual and our mer- 
chants must show the same interest and 
patience in them that European coun- 
tries display. : 

“The German government is particular- 
ly industrious in cultivating trade rela- 
tions with Porto Rico, and she is doing 
the same thing all through South Ameri- 
can territory. I hate to believe that the 
United States feels that the trade of 
Porto Rico is not worth having, but as a 
matter of fact we see but little indica- 
tions of a desire to supply us with the 
products which ought to come to us 
quicker and cheeper than from Euro- 
pean ports. Why, sometimes we buy ma- 
chinery from England or Germany, and 
when it is delivered we find that parts of 
it is manufactured in the United States, 
sent to Europe and-then sent back to us. 
Now, why can’t we buy our machinéry 
first -hand from the United Statés? The 
Porto Ricans would rather deal with the 
United States than buy from Europe, if 
the business inducements are equal, 
These are questions which the American 
merchant should degide promptly before 
the tradé passes beyond them and _be- 
come located in Europe.”

FOR THE SCARED PEOPLE | 


Everybody Able To Leave Is Fleeing 
from the Quaking Section—It Is 
Stated That the Reports of 
Damage Have Been 
Exaggerated. 


Santa Barbara, Cal., August 1.—During 
the forenoon today four severe shocks of 
earthquake were felt in Los Alamos val- 
ley and several buildings not already de- 
Stroyed were cracked badly. One im- 
mense structure belonging to Juan Care- 
aga, a short distance fom Los Alamos, 
was turned partly.around on its founda- 
tions. Everybody who could left Los Ala- 
mos today, many departing on a speciaj 
train sent from San Luis Obispo. Late ad- 
vices state that the earth continues to 
tremble at intervals. 

The wagon road over what is known as 
the Los Alamos grade, extending over the 
mountain into the valley, is in bad condi- 
tion. Bou.uwers and dire were thrown from 
higher elevations by tons. Persons arriv- 
ing at Los Alamos from Lompoc this 
evening report having great difficulty in 
making their way over dangerous places. 

Professor Larkin, of Mount Lowe ob- 
servatory, arrived at Los Alamos this 
evening. Over the telephone he stated 
the disturbances are in a nature known 
as oscillatory earthquakes and are of a 
common nature. He says that it is quite 
probably due to the sunken displacement 
of immense bodies of gases 7 or 8 miles 
beneath the surface of the earth. 

While the country about Los Alamos 
gives evidences of once having been the 
scene of vast volcanic action, he observes 
nothing to indicate that another calamity 
of the nature is likely to occur. 

Professor Hilgard, president of the agri- 
cultural department of the University of 
California, who telephoned Attorney Les- 
lie advising him and the people of Los 
Alamos to desert their homes for places 
of safety and whose statements have 
been attributed to Professor Benjamin 
Ide Wheeler under a misapprehension, 
has stated that the advice was given as & 
precautionary measure and not in antici- 
pation of further earthquakes. 

‘Reports Exaggerated. . 

San Francisco, Cal., August 1.—A repre- 
sentative of the Associated Press, who 
was sent from here tq Los Alamos, wires 
that the stories sent from there about 
the recent earthquakes have been greatly 
exaggerated. He reports that, while 
there have been numerous earthquakes 
Since last Sunday, the damage has been 
comparatively slight and the people have

Los Alamos, Cal., August 1.—Although 
no more severe earthquake shocks have 
been experienced here ince 7:30 last 
night, the people are still panic-stricken.

Flood Over in Texas. 

Dallas, Tex.,.August 1.—The big flood 
in Texas, which has tied up railroads, 
washed away bridges and pikes 
caused loss of life to man and beast al- 
most daily for over qa week, is a thing 
of the past, except in the northeastern 
end of the state. All roads have resum- 
ed their regular business except the 
Texas Midland and the San Antonio and 
Aransas Fass lines, and they will be in 
good working order witnin a few hours, 
with a continuance of good wearer. 
Raing which fell in the northeastern part 
of the state late yesterday caused trou- 
ble at new points on the Texas and Pa- 
cific. At Kildare there is a washout 
and at Grand Saline the water is high. 
The Sabine river is out of its banks and 
is being fed by a number of small 
streams and gullies which are. carrying 
into it the surplus water. The water is 
over the tracks and the bridge is sub- 
merged. Large crews of men with mate- 
ria] are at each side and soon as jne 
water runs down they will quickly repair 
any damaige that may occur, although 


very little is anticipated. 


Opinions vary as to the damage to the 
cotton crop. The rains were general all 
over the state, and although rather too 
heavy in some sections were needed in 
others. It is claimed that the heavy rains 
washed all bugs ard insects off the cotton 
plants and drowned them completely oat, 
thus really benefiting tue crop. One au- 
thority remarked that for every acre dam- 
aged a thousand acres would be helped.

Philadelphia, August 1—No men have 
been sent to the anthracite coal region 
from this city to act as mine guards 
for more than two weeks past. The 
reason assigned is that the big operators 
by whom they were

Only About 200 Men Are Involved in 
Walk Out 


THEY DEMAND HIGHER WAGES 


Other Unions Will Not Undertake 
- Any Work of Strikers, and Of- 
ficials Were Compelled To 
Repair Broken Wire. 

Expect Victory. 


New Orleans, La., August 1—The elece 
tric linemen struck today for higher 
wages, affecting street railways, telephone 
and electric lights, as well as telegraph 
lines, even the linemen in the country 
being called in. 

Only about 200 men are involved, buf 
the interests affected are very important. 
The strike is being conducted so quietly 
that it is not apparent on, the surface, 


The fine weather favored the companies, 


no breaks occurring that required expert 
work. ee. 

The linemen claim that none of the 
other unions will undertake any of their 
work, agd when a street railway wire 
failed today, the pitmen refused to at- 
tempt to repair it, the officials being com- 
pelled to patch it up. 

A fire occurred tonight, but instead of 
cutting the wires in front of the building, 
as usual,’ the light company turned off 
the current. The need for their services, 
and the backing of other unions, leads the 
men to believe in an early victory, while 
the companies claim that they are paying ~ 
more here than in many cities, and say 
that if arbitration fails, they feel sure 
that linemen from elsewhere would be 
glad to get the jobs. The present pay is 
$2.50, and the new demand is for $3, ten 
hours constituting a day’s work.

All Quiet at Shenandoah. 

Shenandoah, Pa., August 1.—This was 
an uneventful day in Shenardoah and 
surrounding country. Absolute quiet con- 
tinues to prevall everywhere and the gene 
eral feeling of uneasiness which has pre- 
vailed is rapidly disappearing. The 
troops spent the day in perfecting their 
camp arrangements and comparatively 
few of them were in town.

Rev. W. H. Stewart, 
of the aber ge; Methodist Episcopal 
church, sald today that Beddall on hig 
death ‘bed had denied that he was car- 
rying ammunition to his brother Thom- 
as, the deputy sheriff, who was besieged 
in the railroad station where the trou- 
ble occurred. It had been reported by 
some unknown persons that he had sev- 
eral boxes of pistol cartridges in hig 
pocket which he was trying to deliver 
to his brother and that as a result’ of 
this the crowd attacked him. 

The inquest on the death of Beddall 
was begun today, and after four wit- 
nesses had been examined the further 
taking of evidence was postponed until 
next Thursday. According to the testi- 
mony of Dr. Biddle, of the miners’ hos- 
pital, Beddall received a terrible beating 
at the hands of the mob. The direct 
cause of death was a fracture of the 
skull 3% inches long and 1% inches wide. 

Two witnesses told the story of the 
riot. It was brought out that Deputy 
Sheriff Thomas Beddall, who was e¢s- 
corting the workmen from the colliery, 
did not use his pistol until after he had 
been assailed several times by a shower 
of rocks and bricks. His first shof was 
fired into the air and his second Sito the 
ground. There were more than @ hun- 
dred men in the crowd’ and many of 
them carried clubs.

BALDWIN IS BAFFLED 


But the Explorer Says He Is Not Beaten and Will 
Try Again in 1903--Three Depots of 
Food Established. = — 


Honningsvaag, Norway, August 1.— 
Evelyn B. Baldwin, the arctic explorer, 
arrived here today. He reported all Mis 
men in good condition, and said: 

‘‘We have been baffled, but not beaten.’’ 

Mr. Baldwin continued as follows: 

“The year’s work has been successful 
in that enormous depots for condensed 
food have been established by means of 
sledges, one in Rudolf Land, within sight 
of the Italian expedition headquarters, 
another in latitude 81 degrees, 33 minutes, 
and a third at Kane Lodge, Greely island. 
These depots, together with houses and 
stores left at Camp Serger, will afford 
the means for a large polar’dash in 1903. 
All channels through Franz Josef Jand 
remained blocked with ice during the 
autumn of 1901 and prevented the estab- 
lishment of depots by steamer last year. 
The breaking up of the ice early in June 
compelled the use of reserve supplies, 
hence the departure from Camp Zeigler, 
on July 1, in order not to imperil the 
expedition. I dispatched fifteen balloons 
with 300 messages, and in June I. obtain- 
ed the first moving picture of arctic life. 
I also discovered Nansen’s hut, recover- 
ing the original documents and securing 
paintings of the hut. Marine collections 
for the national museum, including new | 
charts, ete., were obtained. In the field 
work thirty men, thirteen ponies, sixty 
sledges and 170 dogs were employed from 
January 21 to May 21, and this severe 
work resulted in -the destruction of 
sledges and depletion of the food for 
ponies and dogs, thus rendering our re- 


turn imperative.

Dover, Del., August 1—Holbein, who 
started at 6 o'clock last night from Caye 
Grisnez, France, to swim across the Erg- 
lish channel to Dover, was obliged, after 
a plucky effort, and when in signt of nis 
goal, to abandon the attempt, oWing to 
unfavorable conditions. He was subsc- 
quently landed here. Holbein was in the 
water thirteen hours and was beairn by 
the strong tide. He was still swimming 
well when urged to desist, as at the rate | 
of headway he was then making it woud 
have taken him thirty-six hours to ¢om- 
plefe the journey. 

Although Holbein failed in his attempt 
to cross the channel, he covered mucn 
more than the distance from coast ‘to 
coast. At 5:30 this morning he had cov- 
ered 30 miles, although then he was only 
§ miles off the French coast. It had been 
expected that Holbein would reach Varne 
buoy, 644 miles off Dover, on the western 
tide, but as he failed, a consultation was 
held aboard the tug accompanying him 
and he was advised to quit. 

Holbein was bitterly disappointed but 
climbed aboard without assistance. To 
every one’s surprise he was fresh aad 
strong. His temperature was normal!. 
He took nourishment frequently througt- 
out the night from a’ rowboat and main- 
ttained a steady stroke. He was guided 
by powerful gas lamps placed on a small 
boat. The tide threatened to carry him 
to the open sea when oe attempt was 
abandoned.

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|EMPIRE WELDED 
BY AFRICAN WAR 


So Joseph Chamberlain De- 
clares in Speech Delivered 
in London, 


NEW CONCEPTION NOW 
OF IMPERIAL DESTINY 


Chamberlain Says He Sees in the Re- 
organization of the Boer Ter- 
ritory Something Which 
Will Make Empire a 
Living Entity. 


London, August 1.—Colonial Secretary 
Chamberlain made a stirring speech to- 
night when he and Lord Kitchener were 
guests at a banquet given by the grocers’ 
company. 

After paying tributes to Lord Milner, 
British’ high commissioner in South 
Africa, and to Tord Kitchener, Secres 
tary Chamberlain dilated upon the new 
conception of imperial destiny, in which, 
thanks to the South African war, he said, 
ideas of kinship and mutual oDBligation 
had’ been substituted for mere pride of 
possession or huckstering calculation 
about loss and profit. 

The speaker said he foresaw in the re- 
organization of the newly acquired South 
African’ territory something that would 
make the mighty empire more than a 
mere geographical expression. 

“We hope,’ said he, ‘to make it a 
living entity in which each part shall 
contribute to the success and sacurity 
of the whole,” 

Referring to the conference of colonial 
premiers, the colonial secretary said the 
end actuating all j;arties to this confer- 
ence could only pe reached through im- 
perial defense or imperia! trade. He did 
not suppose this ideal would be attained 
ail at once, but he said he believed the 
conference would lead to a considerable 
advance, and if this were so, he would be 
content for the vresent. 

Mr. Chamberlain then paid a glowing 
tribute to the colonies, although he said 
he thought that opinion’on tmperial sub- 
jects was now broader at home than in 
the colonies themselves.

STORIES GIVEN DENIAL 
BY COMMANDER GLEAVES

The practice’ will be conducted under 
the usual naval regulations. <A target 
20 feet wide and 16 feet high will be 
placed on a float. The Mavflower. at a 
distance of 1.500 yards. will steam past 
‘the target at a speed of 5 miles an hour. 
The armament of thé Mayflower consists 
of twelve rapid fire guns. two ‘gunners 
being asigned to each. Competition for 
the prize wtll be among these twenty-four 
men. Each gunner wih) have two oppor- 
tunities to demonstrate his skill {n periods 
of two minutes each. ‘fhe gunners may 
fire aS’ many shots as they care to itn 
those periods, the firing being timed by a 
split second watch: The gunner making 
the best record will receive the prize from 
the president personally, 

Concerning the stories of ill-treatment 
of the men on board the Mayflower. Lieu- 
tenant Commander Gleaves, in command 
of the vessel, says this afternoon that 
gross exaggerations of the real conditions 
had appeared in some newspapers. He ad- 
mitted there’had been some desertions, 
principaliy from the engineers’ depart- 
ment, but that really there were no more 
than might have been expected under the 
circumstances. 

Outride the engineers’ room the mem- 
bers of the crew, he believed, were rea- 
sonebly well satisfied. He dnounced the 
stories that the men had been given mil- 
dewed bread and spoiled meat as without 
foundation, 

The story that the men were forced to 
buy theirfsupplies from the canteen on 
board ship was pronounced ridiculous.

New Way To Store Oil 


New York Tribune: Down in Texas. 
where oil has been foifid in great abund- 
ance,.a novel method of storage has been 
Gevised. he tanks..with .which those 
who bore for, ship and refine petroleum 
are most familar are. made of plates of 
steel, riveted together as in a steam 
boiler. Some of these are to be found in 
the Lone. Star state, -but a number of 
other tanks are mere excavations in the 
earth. However, that does not tell the 
whole story, because the earth must be 


carefully selected. For one cannot pre- 
vent oil from soaking in the ground if 
the soil is sandy or porous any more than 
one can keep water from doing so. Per- 
haps a good thick coating of Portland 
cement would make the reservoir tignt, 
but the tanks in Texas are not thus 
lined. Sometimes there is a facing cf 
boards, yet these are evidently not in- 
tended to prevent leakage directly. The 
one great essential is that a bed of good 
clay shall be found to supply both an 
impervious bottom and walls. 

One of the biggest as well as among 
the first of these earthen reservoirs be- 
longs to the German-American company, 
and is situated near a railway about a 
mile from the famous gusher on Spindle 
Top. To begin with, &4n excavation was 
made to a depth of 7 feet and with al- 
most vertical walls. Its length was 20 
feet and its width 100 feet. Then, .start- 
ing at a distance of 7 feet from the edge, 
all the wavy around, an embankment wags 
raised 10 feet from the original surface of 
the ground. The inner face eloped away 
rapidly from the reservoir, receding hori- 
zontallv 2 feet for every foot of rise. At 
its base this embankment wag 40 -feet 
back. For the outer part any available 
earth was used. But the side toward the 
oil was composed of the best clay, care- 
fully troweled to render it compact, From 
the bottom of the reservoir to the top of 
the reservoir there {jg a vertical distance 
of 17 feet. 

As yet, apparently, the oil has not been 
allowed to rise to the top of the embank- 
ment. When the pipes from the wells were 
first permitted to discharge into the reser- 
voir the oil accumulated to the depth 
of 10 feet. This covered the lowermost 
3 feet of the embankment. Operations 
were then suspended to observe results. 
Two or three small leaks were discover- 
ed. These have partially cure@ them- 
selves, and nothing may be done to cor- 
rect them. 

To promote the cleanliness of the il 
the latter is not permitted. to come in con- 
tact with the bottom of the reservoir. 
Enough water is inttoduced to leave a 
layer 6 inches thick between the petrol- 
eum and the earth. This particular reger- 
voir has no timber lining. 

No caver is provided for it. A wooden 
roof would be inflammable and increase 
the risks, while exposure to the air fa- 
cilitates the escape of certain sulphurous 
gases from the oil and improves its quali- 
ty. It is said that a flaming board can 
be thrown into an open tank without set- 
ting fire to the oil. The blaze would be 
extinguished promptly. However, if the 
oi] did take fire it could do no harm to 
the reservoir.

Simpson county, one of the crime cen- 
ters of Mississippi, seems to have been 
but Httle benefited by the civilizing in- 
fluence of a new railroad, and at the 
circuit court term which convenes next 
month a very large criminal docket will 
be called for trial. Within the past few 
months there have been five murders 
committed in the county, three of them 
being cold-blooded and unprovoked. 
The better clement of citizenship in the 
county deprecates the reign of lawless- 
ness and is urging that summary steps 
be taken to put it in check. Charles 
Mullins, who killed bis son in Taw in the 
county a few days since, has been ad- 
mitted to bail in the sum of $2,500. 

Major Vardeman’s Platform. 

Spirited opposition is being developed 
to the issue raised by Major James K. 
Vardeman, candidate for governor, in 
favor of a division of the school fund 
between the races, allowng the negro 
a school. system proportionate to the 
amount of taxes paid by: the race, and 
it is apparent that the effort will be 
made to cry down the question before 
the state campaign’ opens next year. 

The religious denominations of the 
State are up in arms against -the propo- 
sition and declare that a division of the 
schovl fund would be unwise from 
every standpoint considered. They de- 
clare that it would result in the bud- 
ding forth of an aristocracy that would 
corrupt the entire commonwealtia, s' 
undemocratic in -principle, and clearly 
under the heading of class legislation. 

The official organ of the Baptist 
church has opened a strenuous cam- 
paign against Major Vardeman’s plat- 
form, and predicts that it would result 
in the destruction of the entire social 
and industrial fabric of the southland; 
that it is an appeal to race prejudice 
dangerous in every element, is sure to 
unsettle the negro, produce dissatisfac- 
tion between the races, and greatly in- 
terfere with the material progress of the 
commonwealth. 

Major Vardeman continues to urge his 
platform quite energetically, and makes 
replies to his criticis in his usually vig- 
orous and outspoken style.

Judge George Hillyer, chairman of the 
charter commission, addressed the com- 
mittee at some length, going carefully and 
elaborately into the question of extension. 
Judge Hillyer was opposed to the exten- 
sion, as a member of the charter com- 
mission, and it was on this line that he 
spoke. The trend of his argument was 
that it was not a wise thing for the city 
to take on new burdens at the present 


, time while there was yet so much to be 


Gone inside of the present limits. He 
took up each of the city departments sep- 
Srately and gave the figures to show that 
it would be a bad proposition financially | 
far the city. 

Colonel W. S. Thompson spoke onthe 
game line. He was chairman of the 
committee to which was referred the 
question of extension in the charter com- 
mission, and has given the subject a 
great deal of study. 

Dr. J. D. Turner spoke in opposition to 
taking in the factories. He pointed out 
what the factories had done for the city, 
and how, if they were given extra burdens 
in the way of taxes, it would prevent oth- 
er big industries from coming here. He 
declared that there ought to be some way 
to- relieve them from ai] taxes instead 
of putting new oges on them. He point- 
ed out the fact that this is done in other 
states and how it has: benefited those 
states. 

L. g@. Rosser spoke on the question and

Opinion of Attorney General as to 
Duty of Comptroller General Is 
Given at Request of Chair- 
man Atkinson—Duties 

’ of Arbitrators.

There is an interesting controversy in 
Progress just now betwecr: Judge &pen- 
ver R. Atkinson, chairman of the state 
railroad commission, and Comptroller 
Genera] W. A. Wright as to the duties 
O° arbitrators who have to pass upon 
railroad tax returns and the question as 
to what are the comptroller general's du- 
ties in the matter has been raised by 
Chairman Atkinson. 

When an acbitration is found necessary, 
the comptroller general having assessed 
a piece of property, the latter is required 
by law to name a member of fhe rail- 
road commission ag arbitrator on behalf 
of the state. Comptroller General Wright 
holds that at this point his duty ip the 
matter is, concluded, as the burden is on 
the ‘railroad company to show that his 
assessment is unjust and wherein it is so. 

The attorney general, 
Wright, has decided somewhat differently, 
sustaining the position taken by Chair- 
man Atkinson that the state, through the 
comptroller .general, should present evi- 
dence in support of its claim, as the cor- 
respondence herewith given will show. 

In spite of the attorney general's de- 


Wright says he still holds to his opinion, 
and that no jaw can be shown which 
requires* him to answer any summons 
from the arbitrators or to present any 
evidence before them. He says he will 
attend the arbitration over the. returns 
of the Southern Railway Company next 
week, but only as a matter of courtesy 
to Chairman Atkinson, who has asked 
him to pe present; his attendance will 
not be in answer to any legal summons. 
Comptroller General Wright declares that 
it is the duty of the arbitrator named 
from the railroad commission to look af- 
ter and protect the interests of the state, 
and he so construes the law providing 
for the appointment. He is now prepar- 
}ing an answer to Chairman Atkinson in 
the matter, which wil) no doubt prove 
interesting. 


Chairman Atkinson’s Letter. 

In answer to a letter from the comp- 
troller general relative to appearing be- 
fore the arbitrators, Chairman Atkinson 
wrote as follows, inclosing a copy of the 
attorney general’s opinion: 

“Atlanta, Ga., July 31, 1902.—Hon. Wil- 
Ham A. Wright, Comptroller General, 
Atlanta, Ga.—My Dear Sir: I beg to ac- 
knowledge the receipt of your letter of 
yesterday's date, in which, referring to 
the meeting of the arbitrators tc agsess 
the properties of the Southern railway 
for taxation, which is ts be held on the 
5th day of August in the office of the rail. 
road commission, you say~ : 

* ‘While I know of no law -which. rer 


quires me after making my assessment. 
the return of 


which is not satisfactory, to be present 
when the board of arbitration takes up 
the matter, tm deference to your 
wishes as arbitrator on the part of the 
state, it will give me pleasure to be pres- 
ent at the time and the date indicated 
in your letter, to give any information 
which may be desired bearing upon the 
asgessment\ made by me.’ ; 

‘While in my opinion the interests of 
the state will require your personal pres- 
ence at the hearing above referred to, I 
trust you will] not base your appearance 
upon the mere personal ground of defer- 
ence to my wishes. Wolle I, 6f course, 
appreciate the compliment implied in that 
statement of the proposition, I would 
much prefer to have you understand that 
the nottce was given in compliance with 
what I deemed to be my duty under the 
law. 

“Some days ago I tvuok occasion, at the 
suggestion of the railn-vuad commission of 
Georgia, to ask an opinion of the attor- 
ney general touching the relative duties 
of the comptroller general and the mem- 
bers of the board of arbitratots provided 
for in cases of this kind. For your 
guidance in this matter I beg to fnclose 
you a copy of that opinion and trust in 
the reasons therein stated you will find 
sufficient warrant for the assumption on 
my part that In respect of this matter 
you are the immediate representative of 
the state, and that you are in duty 
bound to appear and make good before 
the board of arbitrators the cortentions 
of the state.

Following is the letter of Attorney Gen- 
eral Boykin Wright ‘to Chairman Atkin- 
son, giving his opinion in the matter:

I brought 
thie matter to the rttertion of the rati- 
road commission at its iast meeting, and 
since each member of the board may 
from time to time be placed in the same 
situation, I was directed to correspond 
with you and ask your opinion as to the 
relative duties of the arbitrator and the 
comptroller general in respect of this 
matter. * * * This is a matter of consid- 
erable importance and I would thank you 
for aS early reply as possible.’

Lawyers Draft Bill Which 
Legislature Will Be Asked 
To Pass, 


WOULD GREATLY REDUCE 
THE CASES APPEALED 


Propored Bill Cuts Off Appeal in All 
Cases Where Amount Is Under 
$500, Except Where Na- 

_. tupve of the Case De- 
mands It. 


The committee of prominent Georgia 
lawyers appointed at the recent meeting 
of the Georgia Bar Association at Warm 
Springs for the purpose of devising means 
for relieving the burden on the supreme 
court of the state, held -a meeting at 
the capitol yesterday, and as the result 
of an interesting discussion decided upon 
one measure which the legislature will 
be asked to pass at its coming session. — 
_ The bill decided upon by the commit- 
tee provides that no right of appeal 
to the supreme court shall lie in cases 
where amounts involved is under 935%, 
except in certain clagses of cases which 
are emumerated. Exception, of course, is 
made of criminal cases, habeas corpus, 
divorce, equity and other cases of a like 
character;; still it is calculated that 
such an amendment t6 the constitution 
would relieve the supreme court of nearly 
one-third of the business it now has to 
consider and pass upon. 

All of the members of the committee 
Were present with the exception of Hon. 
Hoke Smith, who is away for the sum- 
mer. The other members of the com- 
mittee are as follows: Burton Smith, 
of Atlanta, president of the Georgia Bar 
Association, is ex-officio chairman, and 
Orville A. Park, of Macon, secretary of 
the bar essociation, is secretary. Other 
members of the committee present were: 
Washington Dessau, chairman from the 
state at large, and J. Hansill Merrill, of 
Thomasville, from the state at large: 
Samuel B. Adams, first congressional dis- 
trict; Arthur Gray Powell, second dis- 
trict; E. A. Hawkins, third district; 
Thomas J. Chappell, fourth district; Mar- 
cus W. Beck, sixth district; A. lL. Bart- 
lett, seventh district; J. B. Park, Jr., 
eighth district; W. A. Charters, ninth 
district; W. K. Miller, tenth district, and 
John W. Bennett, eleventh district. 

To Reduce Number of Cases. 

Several plans looking to the relief of 
the supreme court were discussed by the 
lawyers, and among other things a court 
of appeals was talked of. An effort 
was made at the last session of the gen- 
eral assembly to secure an amendment 
to the constitution providing for a court 
of appeals, but it failed. 

The only definite action taken was tho 
indorsement of an amendment to artli- 
cle @~section 2, paragraph 8 of the con- 
stitution which is section 5836 of. the 
code. The amendment proposed was 
roughly drawn yesterday as follows: 

“No writ of error shall He to the su- 
preme court in any civil case unlesg the 
amount involved exceeds the sum or 
value of $500 principal exeept it- shall 
appear from ‘the bill of exceptions that 
it is a& divorce case,.a case respecting 
the titles to land, or an equity case; or 
is a case involving the title to a public 
office, or is a habeas corpus case or a 
contempt case; or the case is one in 
which an act of the géneral assembly. 
is sought to be set aside as being con- 
trary to the constitution of the state of 
Georgia or of the United States, and 
the decision upon this question is made 
necessary; or the case is one in which 
any justice of the supremé court of the 
state of Georgia upon an examination of 
an exemplification of the record, will 
certify that in his opinion a writ of error 
should issue.’’ 

It was decided that this outline should 
be prepared in the form of a bill by the 
time of the next meeting of the commit- 
tee which will be held Monday, Au- 
gust ll. 

There are several other plans for the 
relief of the court, and it is likely one 
or two other bills will be prepared for 
presentation to the next legislature.

Substantial Increases Shown in Sev- 
eral of the Digests That Came 
Yesterday. | 

The digests received from thirteen coun- 
ties yesterday made a somewhat better 
showing than has been the case with 
those heretofore.

The difference in favor of increased re- 
turns yesterday was $1,192,117. For the 
greater part of this Hall county was re- 
sponsible, showing increased returns not 
very far short of a million dollars.

Death Occurred at Carrollton—Negro 
Gave His Name as Bob Carter. - 
He Refused To Tell Where 
He Was Shot.

The death of Bob Carter, a negro, at 
Carroliton yesterday causes the police 
te believe that another death is added 
to the list of those who were killed in 
the Pittsburg riot of May 17. 

It was always known that some four 
or five negroes were at first in the store 
of Will Richardson, the leader of the 
outlaws, and that some got away. 
Yesterday the news came from Car- 
rolitoh, this state, that Bob Carter, a 
negTfo, died from a wound inflicted about 
two months ago. The bullet had passed 
entirely ‘through his body, enteri éhe 
abdomen. The wound never entirely 
healed and finally caused the negro’s 


death, 


Carter declined to say at what place 
or time he was shot, merely remarking 
that he received the wound near At- 
lanta. It was reported that he had told 
some of his negro friends that he was 
shot in the Pittsburg riot.

Carroliton, Ga., August 1.—(Special.) 
Last night Bob Carter, a negro who 
came here a month or more ago from 
Atlanta, died in this city. Dr. Ste- 
vens T. Harris, a surgeon of this city, 
who attended him, was called on his 
arrival a month ago and found 
him suffering from an unhealed bul- 
let hoie in his abdomen, the ball be- 
ing apparently made = a 44-caliber 
pistol and passed entirely through 
his body. Carter refused to tell where 
he received the shot further’ than 
that it was done about Atlanta. Car- 
ter had lived here before and had been 
in jail several times and was con- 
victed “in the courts and was regarded 
as a bad character. The wound did 
not heal and after lingering some 
two months from the infliction of the 
wound he died 
disclosing who shot him. It was be- 
lieved here that he was shot in the 
Pittsburg riot. : 

The police have no recollection of any 
negro named Carter having been mixed 
up in the riot, but the officers never 
learned any of the names save that 
of Richardson and the negro who was 
captured as he tried to.escape. During 
f excitement and -before daylight two 
chree of the negroes secreted in Rich- 
ardson’s store got away. This was af- 
ter the store had been fired into. Car- 
ter may have been one of these and if 
so he was wounded while in the store.

maker.’’ It is called forth by a recent 
article “in which attention was called 
to the apparent ecarcity of young women 
who are able to do satisfactory plain 
sewing. 

Thursday morning an Atlanta business 
man took issue with statement made in 
‘the article on shirt waists, and declared 
that Atlanta women—in fact, all south- 
arn women—preferred to pay high prices 
in order to secure New York articles. 

The letter from “A Dressmaker’’ is in 
@ measure a reply to the business man. 
The letter follows: 

“Editor Woman's Department—I am 
glad to see that you have brought before 
the working class the importance of the 
@rt of plain sewing. There is nothing 
that has been so neglected as this one 
thing in the last twenty years. Girls of 
the middle class have not been taught to 
look upon sewing as an art, but: to look 
upon it as drudgery. For that reason you 
find one out of ten of the working class 
who-do not know how to do any kind of 
fine hand work, and they do not care 
to know. They would rather clerk or 

. tay in offices for less than they can:make 
in a dressmaking establishment. If they 
make up their mind to learn their -busi- 
ness in every branch and strive to do 
good honest work, they wil find there 
pleasure in knowing that they have done 
their best. Such people'are not long in 
coming to the front. 

“People who hunt for cheap work are 
much to blame for this state by patron- 
izing people who do such work. If the 


public would demand only skilled labor, / 


these people would be obliged to learn 
or quit. But so long as there are peo- 
ple who think that 25 cents, 35 cents or 

/ §@ cents is enough to pay for a shirt waist 
they must expect such work. Most of 
the people who go out to work think 
only of the money that is coming to them 
at the end of the week, and they seem 
to try to do as little work as possible 
and keep their place. I know women who 
have worked for four or five seasons 
who know very little more than they 
aid when they commenced; and then 
again you find others who in the same 
length of time are able to do anything, 
and do it well. Why this difference? One 
takes pride in doing *her work well, and 
her pleasure is that it is satisfactory’ to 
her employers and her customers. The 
other has not the pride, therefore she 
has not the pleasure that causes her work 
to be easy; consequently her work is a 
_@rudgery to her, and always will be. It 
g@eems that every one is hunting for an 
easy place, not realizing that the fault is 
with themselves, and that each person 
makes OF mars their own life. 

™\ “All that you can say on this subject 
that will encourage the working women 
on this line will be of great benefit to 
the dressmakers of this city, and they 
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will be grateful to you for trying to 
make the young girls see that sewing is 
an art, and not a drudgery. , 
eo.

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USEFUL COAL TAR. °* 


Many Valuables from a Once-De- 


spised Waste. 


F, Francis Hicks in Success: Even 
more wonderful than the cotton industry 
is the uttiization of coal tar. Only a 
short while ago this troublesome by- 
product of gas making was considered a 
nuisance. The effort to get rid of it has 
grown into an industry which. employs 
more scientific men in its development 
than anv other. <A description of all the 
products of coal tar would be a review 
of the greater part of the organic chem- 
istry of today. Coal tar was first distill- 
ed in England eidginty years ago, but it 
was not until 185, the date of the dis- 
coverv of the first aniline colors, that 
the industry became an important one. 
Now the value of the by-products of gas 
making—tar, coke and ammonia—greatly 
exceeds that of the coal burned in the 
gas works. The distillation of the tar 
gives a series of products, each of. which 
serves as a starting. point for a long 
series of valuvole articles of everyday 
use. 

In the United States the ‘tar fs usually 
distilled into light ofl, theavy off and 
pitch. The pitch remaining in the still 
is known as soft pitch, and is used in 
roofing and paving. Formerly it was 
customary to 'turn this substance to hard 
pitch, which was sent abroad to be used 
in the mnking of compressed fuel; the 
anthracene oil obtained by this distilla- 
tion was sent to England to be used in 
making alarizin. But it does not pay to 
make anthracene in America now. An 
American has patented a method of mak- 
ing an artificial asphalt from the pitch, 
and ik seems not improbable that the 
asphalt industry will be revolurfonized 
by this process. 

Creosote oil is a coal-tar product which, 
owing to its extensive use in creosotin 
lumber, is coming into great demand. O 
the refined products benzine is one of the 
most common. The presence of twenty 
thmes as much benzine in the coal gas as 
there is in the tar has led to the IiIntro- 
duction of a process for removing the 
benzine from the gas. Toluene, used in 
making artificial indigo, is also obtained 
by this process. .Naphitthaline is another 
coal-tar element produced on a large 
scale. It is used as a sudstitute for cam- 
phor in destroying moths. Another prod- 
uct is crystal carbolic acid, or phenol. 
the chief use of which is in the manufac- 
ture of picric agd salicylic acid. Nitro- 
benzine, nitroluene, and other nitro com- 
pounds from coal tar are used in making 
colors. and explosives. Rectified nitro- 
benzine, known as oil of myrbane, is used 
in the manufacture of soaps and oils. 
Aniline ofl is made in great quantities 
abroad. and Europe«n competition in anij- 
line colors is very keen. The long list 
of coal-tar products, including perfumes, 
medicaments, antiseptics, aniline dves. 
ete., is a remarkable illustration of what 
can be done in ‘the utilization of a wast? 
product. ‘

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PASSING THRONG. © 


“Bpeaking of labor organizations and 
strikes,” remarked Edward C. Conway, 


| of St. Louis, at the Kimball house yes- 


terday apropos of the coal miners’ strike, 
which was the topic of conversation, ire- 
minds me of the first and strongest labor 
organization this country has ever known 
—an organization which dictated its own 
terms and declined to arbitrate, an organ- 
ization the members of which lived like 
princes and whose employers stood in 
reverential awe of them. 

g‘‘Strange enough, this, the most pow- 
erful organization in the country, has 
Passed out of existence and no remnants 
of it are left to tell the tale of its past 
glory. So completely was its decline and 
decay that few people in this section 
of the country ever heard of its exist- 
ence. Even in the middie west, where 
it had its birth and home, have all but 
forgotten it. I speak of the Mississippi 
River, Pilots’ Association which thrived 
during the,days when the river trade 
of the country was at its zenith and 
hundreds of boats were plying between 
St. Louis and New Orleans. In those 
days, back in the fifties I think it was, 
there were practically no railroads, and 
the river was the common carrier for 
nearly all the traffic through the towns 
adjacent to the Mississippi. Millions of 
dollars was invested in boats. I tell you, 
these were great days. Some of the boats 
were regular floating palaces, and a trip 
down stream from 8st. Louls to New 
Orleans is one of the most pleasant and 
interesting experiences of my _ early 
youth. ‘ 

“As is well known, the Mississippi is 
one of the most treacherous streams in 
the world and at the same time one of 
the most interesting. There its nothing 
Of monotony about its dull, muddy wa- 
ters. It is always changing. The Mis- 
Sissippi of today is not the same stream 
tomorrow. One might make a trip to 
New Orleans one month and return the 
next and the chances are it would be im- 
possible to locate certain land marks 
you noticed on the down trip. This is 
due to the constantly changing current. 
It is a restless river and is always leav- 
ing its bed and eating out great gaps 
of land, first on this and then on that 
side. For this reason it takes the great- 
est skill to navigate “. boat, and espe- 
Clally in the dark it is dangerous to 
one who has not made a long study of 
the current. The organization of the 
Mississippi River Pilots’ Association was 
A thor- 
oughly skilled, sober, trustworthy pilot 
was a veritable prince in these days. He 
Made a good salary, lived on the fat 
of the land and was the autocrat of the 
river. Let a man once get a reputation 
for ability and he was constantly in de- 
mand. It is very easy to see why this 
should be so when you stop to think that 
one false turn on the part of a pilot 
might be the means of sending his boat 
on a reef or running against a snag or 
afoul of another boat. 

“Well, it was not long before the pilots 
began to appreciate their importance. 
Already inclined to be arrogant, they 
decided that they would form an asso- 
ciation and make a concerted demand for 
more money and other concessions. The 
association was formed in St. Louis, 
and its beginning was meager. Gradual- 
ly it grew and with its growth it gained 
Strength. The first demands of the as- 
sociation for more pay were turned 
down by the owners of boats and the 
pilots quit work. By this time they 
had accumulated a large sum of money 
and were able to take things easy. The 
very best men on the river quit work 
and their places were filled by incom- 
petent pilots whose lack of skill and 
judgment cost the boat owners not a 
little money in less than a week. These 
latter men were not members of the 
association and the majority of them 
had been assistants who, thinking they 
would benefit themselves, had declined to 
join. As soon as the busy season set 


fin and the river became thick with boats 


the owners got uneasy and made over- 
tures to the strikers. The pilots showed 
no indication of giving in and their reply 
was an increased demand. The owners 
refused. The _ pilots remained firm. 
Plenty of money was still in the treas- 
ury. They were not worried. At last 
things got to such a pass that the-own- 
ers were desperate and were willing to 
make any sort of concession. The strike 
ended by the latter agreeing to employ 
only members of the association and to 
increase their pay to about twice what 
it had formerly been. Still other conces- 
sions which I do not recall were made. 
In the meanwhile the non-association pi- 
lots, some of whom were really compe- 
tent men, were out of work. They ap- 
plied for admission and were informed 
that it would cost them in the neighbor- 
hood of $260 to join. Of course they kick- 
ed, but the association had laid down 
this figure after securing a majority of 
the best men in the business, and the 
discharged pilots had to cOme across or 
go without work, | 

“But still the pllots were not satisfied. 
They insisted on the captains belonging 
to an affiliated organization, and after 
a brief fight succeeded in carrying ‘their 
point. 

“The association worked in perféct har- 
mony for several years, but finally mis- 
management on the part of its officers 
caused it to decline in power. Then 
came the time when trade on the. Mis- 
sissippi fell off to such an extent that the 
need for pilots was greatly’ diminished. 
With the falling off in ri¥er traffic, the 
organization gradually fell ito pieces, and 
today but few of the old time members 
remain. Mark Twain, by the way, was 
at that time a pilot and was one of the 
charter members.” .

The Problem of Rest. 


(From Ainslee’s.) 

“The problem of rest is no less complete 
than that of fatigue. Under some condi 
tions it 
exhausted, the brain and nerve cells re- 
maining relatively fresh. While the nerve 
fibers themselves, the function of which 
is to conduct impressions, recent experi- 
ments show to be hardly more subject 
to fatigue than an electric wire. The 
worst, and no doubt most common, type 
of fatigue is nerve fag, and this is easiest 
caused by care, worry, anxiety or by 
doing work for which there is no zest, 
but rather repugnance, or at least indif- 
ference. Hence, it follows that to ‘turn 
on interest cures exhaustion and converts 
work into play. A farmer wishes sume 
large piles of small stones thrown into 
a ditch a few rods away. It was late in 
the afternoon, 
would plead fatigue, so he pretended to 
find a big nest of snakes in the water 
and begAn to stone them himself with 
great eagerness. The boys joined in the 
sport, and the work was done before the 
end of the hour with actual refreshment, 
because the play instinct was a relay. So 
the problem. of over pressure in school, 
of which we hear so much, would not only 
vanish, but children can do much more 


work than is required and without harm. 


under teachers who have the art of incit- 
The fatigue of forced work 
is very real, but there are two ways of 
increasing a fraction. One is by lessen- 
ing its denominator and the other by in- 
creasing its numerator; so to augment 
interest is a form of rest. 

“Change of work is often real rest. 
Everyone ought to have an avocation as 
well as a vocation, and cultivate an ama- 
teur interest in some form of exercise, 
game or culture very remote from his 
line of bread winning activity. Perhaps 
no tire is so acute as that which is very 
partial ang ‘involves certain ,muscles, 
movements and brain centers, \ leaving 
others perhaps over-rested. By exercis- 
ing the latter and, as it were, equalizing 
the area of fatigue or making it more 
symmetrically distributed, many of the 
best effects of rest are secured. Many of 
even the diseases of exhaustion are be- 
cause energy of one part of our psycho- 
physic organism is overdrawn, while that 
of other parts is over-rested. This may 
make even sleep partial and haunted by 
the specters of the night. Everybody who 
works with his muscles should carefully 
reserve some fraction of the day for read- 
ing and intellectual work. We are prone 
to forget that this is just as important 
as for Jiterary men to take exercise. It 
is really amazing what one can really do 
with a fragment of a day and of their total 
strength if it is systematically used in one 
direction. Those who seek recreation in 
mere amusements of a frivolous nature 
are wasting precious time and capacity.’

‘Judge Lumpkin Sets Aside Judgment 
of the Recorder's Court. 


GIRL HURT IN STAMPEDE 


She Sues Street ‘Car Company—One 
Partner Wants the Other En- 
joined from Starting An- 
other Drug Store—Old 
Deed Is Filed. 


Judge Lumpkin yesterday rendered a 
decision in an interesting case. He gave 
it as his opinion that a street car com- 
pany could haul stone from its own quar- 
sry and deliver it on its line without hav- 
ing broken a city ordinance. In Decem- 
ber, last year, the Atlanta Rapid Transit 
Company. made a contract with Gude & 
Walker, contractors, to supply broken 
stone for the Century- building, which 
was then in course of construction. The 
company owns a quarry on the river line. 
The stone was; taken from there, and 
was hauled’ in cars at night between 12 
o'clock and 5 in the morning. The city 
license ftnmspector served C. J. Simmons. 
president of the street car company, with 
Summons to appear in the recorder’s 
court to show cause why he should not 
have a license for hauling material. The 
case was tried December 17 and Mr. Sim- 
mons was fined $50 and costs by the re- 
corder. He appealed the case and Judge 
Lumpkin yesterday rendered a decision 
setting the judgment of the recorder's 
court aside. It was shown that the com- 
pany was hauling its own material from 
its own quarry and was not charging in 
the capacity of a freight cempany. 


Wants Partner Enjoined. 

Ira DeLamater, member’ of the drug 
firm of DeLamater & Todd, yesterday ap- 
plied to the superior court for an jnjunc- 
tion to prevent his partner, Peyton H. 
Todd, from establishing and operating 
another drug store in the* building, for- 
merly occupied by Bratton’s drug store, 
in the triangular block formed by Peach- 
tree, Pryor and Houston streets. Judge 
Lumpkin signed a temporary restraining 
order and. set the case fora hearing next 
Tuesday morning before him in cham- 
bers.

Mayor Mims gave out another interview 
yesterday in regard to the charge that 
the police department is not enforcing- 
the city laws for keeping the streets 
clean and is not making cases against 
pebple for spitting on the sidewalks and 
—o paper on the streets. 

e ‘card from Chief Ball, printed in 
yesterday's Constitution, in which it was 
stated that the police were doing their 
duty, was the.cause of the r rks from 
the mayor. He says that ne lows not ex- 
pect the policemen to arres{ every man 
who spits on the sidewalk or throws pa- 
per on the streets, but that he does think 
it strange that no cases are ever made. 
The mayor says it does seem that while 
they are standing on the street corners 
the police might accidentally see some 
one litter up the streets. 

The mayor says that the policemen con- 
stitute themselves judges and that they 
think the law is of no importance and 
will not make arrests under it. This ie 
is determined. to break up and if possi- 
ble he is gving to have. cases made as 
long as the city has a “spitting ordl- 
nance.”’ 

On y2sterday the mayor furnished the 
rress the following card, which explains 
how he feels about the matter: 

“I will say for Chief Ball that he has 
always urged on the police force their 
duty to enforce all the laws in reference 
to the cleanliness of the streets.. I am 
glad to say, too, that the general condi- 
tion of the streets in regard to cleanli- 
ness is greatly improved, but I think 
more for my announcement of these laws 
than their enforcement, but there is evi- 
Gent room still for improvement, 2s every 


one who sees them will admit. 
“It is true also that the police have 


many other and more important duties 
to ‘perform than to watch out for those

“And it does occur to me still that as 
there are sufficient policemen to be posted 
at the corners of the principal streets, 
while they cannot watch every person 
to see if they violate the law, that in 
such great and daily violation of the 
law as the streets plainly show it might 
accidentally happen to the policemen 
that they might perhaps occasicnally see 
one of the many daily violators of the 
law. And the making of a case or two 
would be a great service in deterring the 
now too general violations of the law. 

‘“‘Nor do I mean to say that the enforce- 
ment of these laws is chargeable only 
to the police, but the departments of san- 
itary and public works have duties to 
perform. | 

“My attention has been called to the 
ratter from the fact that the streets 
are still littered with waste paper and 
trash and pcalings of fruit, while with 
the poiice and other departments to daily 
supervise them, only a case or two has 
been made fcr more than two months. 
“IT am. glad the chief assures us that 
‘in the meantime we will do our very 
best with the smal] number of men we 
have, and whenever a person is caught 
violating the street. cleaning ordinance 
or.any other ordinance a case will be 
promptly made.’ I only wish to-add that 
I hope special efforts will be made to 
catch them.

DAY TAKES POISON 
TO END HIS LIFE 


Left a Note of Farewell to His Mother 
and Wife, 


No Reason Can Be Assigned for the 
Act—Had Just Secured a Po- 
sition for Himself After 
Months of Idleness. 


- John 8S. Day, canvasser for the Empire 
Furnishing Company, committed suicide 
yesterday in the rear of 142 Decatur 
street by swallowing a vial of Javdanum. 
One person saw him place the vial to 
his mouth and later found him in a dying 
condition in the wagon yard into which 
he had gone. 

Day left a note In which he sald: 

“My Dear Sweet Mother and Wife: I 
am going to glory. I am going tc héaven. 

“JOHN 8S. DAY.” 

No reason can be assigned for the 
man taking his life. He arrived in At- 
lanta with his wife from Chattanooga 
about a month ago and secured employ- 
meat with the Empire Furnishing Com- 
pany two days ago. He appeared td be 
in good health and spirits when last seen 
by his wife and emp oyers. 

Yesterday about 12 what ne went into 
a saloon at No. 142 Decafur street, and, 
after remaining in there for a few mo- 
ments, he walked’ to the rear door and 
swallowed the contents of a vial of 
laudanum. “Then he went on into the 
wagon yard,.and laid down in a secluded 
spot. A man who saw him place the vial 
to his mouth suspected that all was not 
right and he made a search for him, 
finding him unconscious. 

Day was carried to the Grady hospital, 
where he died three hours after taking 
the poison. 

He had been boarding with his wife 
at No. 85 Courtland street. Mrs. Day is 
anxious to find her brother, Walter D. 
Wilbutn, whom she says lives in At- 
lanta. She states that she and her hus- 
band were on their way to Salisbury, 
N. C., to visit’ his mother, and he de- 
cided to stop over in Atlanta for a 
while. He was in the restaurant busi- 
ness in Chattanooga. 

The verdict of ‘the coroner’s jury was 
that death was due to poisoning, and that 
Day committed suicide. :

PLUMBERS REACH 
NO SETTLEMENT 


Will Wait en Master 
Plumbers Today. 


Committee 


THREE SHOPS HAVE AGREED 


It Is Now Probable That the Present 
Difference Will Be Adjusted 
im a Few Days. 


= 


To all intents and purposes the union 
plumbers of the city, with the exception 
of these employed in the stiop of Harm- 
sen & Belcher. were on strike yesterday. 
They do not cal] it by this name and the 
general belief seemg to prevail that an 
amicable settlement will be reached in 
the course of a few days. Until that 
time, however. those who are now out 
will not return to work. 

Of the sixteen plumbing shops in the 
city two of them—Harmsen & Belcher 
and Stockten & ir:aklin—have furmally 
agreed to the demand for an increased 
wage. A good many of the other master 
plumbers have indicated a willingness to 
accede to the demands. of tne journey- 
men, but have made no formal statement 
to this effect. Three shops have declined 
point blank thus far to pay $3.50 a day. 
They are Ford Bros., Jennings & Gresham 
and the Empire Plumbing Company. As 
fast as the shops formally agree to meet 
the increased scale their men will return. 

The journeymen held-a lengthy cofifer- 
ence yesterday morning and the regular 
meeting of the union teock place last nignt. 
At the night meeting a committee of 
three, composed of J. F. Boatenreiter, A. 
McD. Wheels and J. Oglesby. was appoint- 
ed to visit the master plumbers and lay 
the demands of the journeymen before 
them. This commitfee will report back to 
the union at 1 o’cloci& today, | 

Both master, plumbers and journeymen 
express a deSire to settle the matter 
amicably, and with this feeling existing 
and the additional fact that a majority 
of the employing plumbers state “that 
they will meet the increased scale, any 
chance of a pro‘onged strike seems remote. 

It is improbable, however, that a defi- 
nite settlement will be reached before 
Wednesday morning, and more or less 


4nen ate apt to lay off until that time. The 


Master Plumbers’: Association meets 
Tuesday night. and at that time the ques- 
tion will doubtless come up. In the mean- 
time the master plumbers whose men are 
out say that they are suffering no incon- 
venience and do not anticipate any. 

A wellknown journeyman, in speaking 
of the matter yesterday, said: 

“This could hardly pe called a strike. 
We are simply not at work because we 
want to adjust certain things before going 
back. We hope by conferring with the 
master plumbers and among ourselves to 
raise the standard of plumbing work in 
Atianta. A first class job requires a skilled 
man, and a skiNed inar ought to get the 
pay which skilled labor receives else- 
where. This movement means as much in 
money to the public as it does to us. It 
really means more to the public, because 
a piece of plumbing done in a Dungling 
manner by an incompetent man will fre- 
quently endanger the health of a whole 
family. There are oly about thirty-two 
skilled plumbers in Atlanta—that is, men 
who have received a certificate from the 
board of health. We want conu..uons 80 
adjusted that when a man goes to a mas- 
ter plumber to have work done he can 
feel assured that a skilled plumber will 
do the job. We are not treating wita 
the Master Plumbers’ Association. We 
are treating with the shops as individ- 
uals, and as individuals we want them ail 
to adopt the scale we have laid down. 
This scale is no more nor a8 much as is 
paid in many towns in the south.”

GUATEMALA’S NATIONAL BIRD. 


It Is the Quetzal and Is Said To Pre- 
fer Death to Captivity. 

New York Sun: The republic of Guate- 
mala decorates its coat of arms, its 
gtamps and its official documents with the 
picture of a beautiful parrot. Tne bird 
is of a rich green color, with tufte] head 
and a long tail, which frequently grows 
to a length of 4 or 5 feet. 

It is found only in the forests of Guate- 
mala. Tne green parrot or quetzal, as it 
is called, has been made the national”em- 
blem of Guatemala, just as the American 
eagle has become the national embiem 
of the United States. 

The Guatemalans are very proud of their 
national bird, and have written many 
gongs and poems about it. The parrot 
was selected for the national emblem be- 
cause it was found very hard ‘to catch, 
and because tradition sayz that when once 
imprisoned it always kills itself rather 
than remain in captivity. 

The Guatemalans say /that this bird 
which so skilfully eludes fapture and dies 
rather than surrender, typical of their 


own country and its people.

New York, August |].—Bradstreet’s tomore 
row will say: : 

Trace is quiet, while attention 
trated on crop and industrial developments. 
Generally lower prices for farm products 
roint to the former being largely favorable. 
Though weather conditions of late have been 
more favorable, effects of earlier backward 
weather have not been effaced or repaired. 
The best is predicted for the fall and winter 
outlook. In industrial affairs the outlook ig 
satisfactory. The ‘ron and steel situation is 
still largely a strong one, but isolated exame 
ples of weakness are in sight. The railway 
situation is one of the best in years and the 
Outlook as to tonnage is a flattering one.

Fiscal year earnings returns are 
exceptionally good, and it is ‘probable that, 
taken as a Whole, the railway earnings for the 
half year will exceed 1901! despite reduced 
anthracite coal carriers’ earnings. 

Cotton has weakened quite steadily on re- 
ports of good growing crop conditions, though 
rain and flood damage reports from Texas 
helped to steady prices on some days. Dry 
goods trade reports are quiet. Some improvee- 
ment is noted at eastern markets, but tho 
fall jobbing trade proves, to be later than 
usual in arriving.
